A recent despatch from Paris announced 


that a Tolumiuous report had just beeu 
printed by the Chamber of Deputies emaunt- 
)ug from tl)6 committee for exnoiiuiug n Jaw 
for fiuppressing the ancient iustitutiou of the 
Louveterie, or professional body of wolf- 
destroyers, datiug back to the Merovingian 
dynasty. The committee, in place of the 
ttine honored 6 jet em, suggests R coda of 
rules for the effective destruction of noxious 
iiuiinals in general. This wiil be a sad blot- 
to the very large ami respectable class of 
ooiiDtry gentlemen who dearly prize titles 
aud uniforms. " Before 1S79 tho Louvoterie 
or wolf-destroying service, wns placed under 
the charga of tha Grand Veneur or Grand 
Louvetier, the dignity being oue which was 
highly prized and much sought by tho nobles 
Napoleon I. re-established it and it was 
maintained under the Restoration. 
Louis 


Phillippe once again abolished it, but it was 
rovived by Napoleon III., to disapear with 
the Second Empire. 
After 
17S!> bounties 


were offered for the destruction of wolves, 
itnd tho Government appointed agents to 
superintend battues ; at present the work 
is conducted under n series of rules estab- 
lished in 1S14. 
The Minister of Finance ap- 


points the "Lieutenants do Louveterie," 
there being always a keen competition for 
such places among rich 
sportsmen and 


gentlemen desirous of wearing R picturesque 
uniform. 
There must 
be n forest in 


tbe 
department 
to 
furuish an 
excuse 


for the appointment and the 
louveterie 


must keep up tbe necessary establishment. 
The would-be louvetier has been known 
like 
tbe honest farmer in tha Western 


btates where a bounty is paid for wolf-sculps 
to import a wolf or to rear a litter iu secret, 
which, when duly grown, are lot out to be 
hunted. This latter course, however, is not 
unatteuded with certain perils. 
A comical 


Htory ia told of a louvetier who, having 
reared some fine specimens of the race and 
turned them loose, invited the Prefect to be 
present at n wolf hunt. Nothing was found 
until when the louvetier nnd his 
distin- 


guished guest were riding home together 
out of the bushes rushed a full grown wolf, 
which rushed at the louvetier with expres- 
sions 
of 
delighted 
recognition 


which 
seemed 
like 
ferocity. " Tha 


prefect turned pale ; tho louvetier drew his 
kuife aud stabbed the animal dead. "Bra- 
vo !" cried the prefect. 
"A mere matter of 


practice," said the other, coolly, "I know 
my wolves." 
It is worth mentioning that, 


t bough invested with his functions by u 
ministerial decree, the louvetier is not an 
agent of tho government nor a depositary of 
public authority, and may be prosecuted for 
trespasses, etc., committed in his oflicial 
capacity.
